Talk with anyone 
involved in a local organi¬ 
zation and chances are 
they will tell you it’s a 
challenge to find volun¬ 
teers. 

It’s not so much the 
weekend events that are 
short on help, but 
the dreary, long-term 
positions like treasurer 
on the library board or 
driver for the community 
bus. 

And as mundane as 
these jobs may be, they 
provide an important serv¬ 
ice for the people of 
Didsbury, said Jolene 
Leutsehaft, family and 
community support serv¬ 
ices coordinator. 

She said Neighborhood 
Place used to have some¬ 
one shuttle residents to 
Calgary for chores, like 
doctor appointments, but 
lately it’s been hard to find 
someone to take the 
wheel. 

“No one will do that type 
of transportation right 
now, so we can’t fulfil that 
need,” she 

said. 

She is not the only one 
having problems finding 
unpaid help. Inez 
Kosinski, library manager, 
is having a hard time fill¬ 
ing trustee spots on the 
library board. 

“This is something that 
has been happening over 


quite a few years, not just 
in the short while,” she 
said. 

“I think people’s lives 
are full...I don’t know if 
they have the desire to fill 
up the free time they 
have." 

Even the Girl Guides are 
in the rough when it 
comes to finding help. The 
district commissioner of 
Sparks, Brownies, 

Pathfinders and Rangers 
has pulled the plug on 
Didsbury this year 
because few parents 
stepped forward to lead 
the groups. Those inter¬ 
ested in joining the girls’ 
troop will have to now 
trek to Olds. 

With several organiza¬ 
tions feeling the pinch, 
Active Creative and 
Engaged Communities 
(A.C.E.) is looking for 
solutions. 

One member, 

Leutsehaft, is thinking of 
creating a volunteer bank; 
a pool of approved volun¬ 
teers for short-term proj¬ 
ects and events that local 
groups could draw from. 

It’s something the com¬ 
munity has never tried 
before and she will be 
looking to a international 
expert for help. 

Linda Graff, who owns a 
consulting business for 
volunteer management is 
speaking in Didsbury 
October 7 and 8 in the first 
A.C.E. workshop held this 
year.

The “veteran volun¬ 
teers,” or those aged 50 
and older, have been 
working long hours and 
multiple unpaid jobs and 
are getting tired. It’s 
time for the baby boomers 
to step up and take the 
reins. 

“Will baby boomers go 
out and volunteer in the 
same way? My guess is 
probably not," Graff said. 

That is unless organiza¬ 
tions can give boomers 
sexier, more productive 
tasks than their predeces¬ 
sors had.

According to Harold 
Johnsrude, a local business¬ 
man ;uui provincial consult¬ 
ant for this new project, this 
is meant to bring the age of 
assets to light so municipali¬ 
ties can phui for the future.

Tlie town Is handing over a 
full accounting of its assets 
to Alberta this fall as part of 
a provincewide initiative for 
better stewardship and 
accountability. 

Administration has spent 
three years on the books for 
this new management pro¬ 
gram, called the Tangible 
Capital Asset (TCA) Project; 
recording every road, bridge, 
pipeline and truck ever pur¬ 
chased by Didsbury. 

The infrastructure, as old 
as half a century, is noted at 
the original cost and then 
depreciated over its useful 


If the town purchased a 
$10,000 vehicle and that 
vehicle has a five-year life, 
for example, then the munic¬ 
ipality would record $2,(XX) a 
year for amortization 
expense. 

If it sounds complicated, 
don’t feel too bad. The 
Alberta government is call¬ 
ing this one of “the most 
challenging efforts local gov¬ 
ernments face" and council¬ 
lors are still trying to figure 
out what tills new system 
means for town manage¬ 
ment. 

It’s one of the main topics 
for the councillors’ retreat 
this fall.

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Parents taught to talk drugs

Communication Between a parent and child is cru¬ 
cial in educating children and teens about the harms of 
drug abuse. Unfortunately, many parents struggle to 
sustain that dialogue. 

In an effort to build bridges between parents and 
their children, Janet Cornell, Hugh Sutherland School 
student councillor, and Didsbury partner Robbin 
Alexander, are offering a new program to parents 
dubbed Kids and Drugs 

The program is different from many other drug edu¬ 
cation programs in that parents are not taught the 
specifics about individual drugs, but rather stresses 
the importance of keeping an open communication 
channel between parents and their children. 

“The most important thing about this program is that 
we do not educate parents on the drugs that are out 
there—how they’re sold, what they look like, how kids 
use them, etc.,” says Cornell. “This is all about improv¬ 
ing communication with your child so you open those 
doors up when that child has questions about peer 
influences." 

The two-month program invites parents to meet once 
a week at Hugh Sutherland School between 7 and 8 
p in., from Oct. 6 to Dec. 8. The program is being 
offered free of charge, with all materials being provid¬ 
ed by the program. 

Cornell says that although educating kids about 
drugs in school is very important, there also needs to 
be education at home so that children always have 
someone to go to when they need help. 

“The more you educate your own children on drugs 
and sexual activity, the less they are even going to 
want to try them because the parent has opened that 
door to say, ‘Hey look, you can come talk to us anytime 
about the dangers and what we want to instill in you 
now is (to) make some good choices.’” 

As a councillor at the school for the past 17 years, 
Cornell says that she has seen quite a few drug fads 
come and go, but what always stays consistent is that 
drugs are always a threat. 

“What I usually hear is what kids usually use, and it’s 
pot. Ecstasy was a big one a couple of years ago, it was 
(commonly) used and it was damn scary,” says Cornell, 
adding that the most commonly used drug by students 
is alcohol. 


Such concerns make it that much more important for 
parents to be open with their children. Cornell says 
that parents should be aware of where their children 
spend their free time and who their friends are. 

“It’s all a major communication process (parents) 
w ill go through just to open doors and just to make 
sure that kids will make some healthy choices." 

“A program like this will enhance their confidence as 
parents that we’re all good parents but it’s always good 
to get a little extra (knowledge) just to open the doors 
so there is two-way communication going back and 
forth.”

Oil field safety 
everyone's 
business

The oil and gas industry in 
r*- West Central Alberta brings 
many, many benefits to the 
region and to the province as a 
whole. 

Whether it’s employment at gas 
plants, in the field or on the rigs, 
whether it’s taxation that goes to support schools 
and hospitals, or whether it’s outright donations 
to community groups, the industry helps in no 
small way to bring prosperity and progress to the 
overall community. 

As such, the petroleum industry should be pro¬ 
moted and protected for everyone’s sake. 

Yet that same vital industry that helps drive the 
local and provincial economy unfortunately also 
remains vulnerable to groups and individuals who 
would use violence to bring a halt to oil and gas 
development. 

While there haven’t been any recently reported 
oil field attacks in West Central Alberta, there 
have been a rash of highly publicized oil field 
bombings in northeastern B.C. over the past year, 
with the culprit or culprits exploding bombs at 
EnCana pipeline facilities, putting workers and 
area residents in serious jeopardy. 

Thankfully, no one has so far been injured or 
killed in the attacks. However, a newspaper in 
Dawson Creek, near the site of the bombings, has 
received letters warning that the attacks could 
become more severe unless EnCana shuts down 
its operations in the area. 

Obviously this threat of future violence against 
the industry should be taken for what it is: an 
attempt to use terrorism to dictate public policy. 
As such, it should be met not with compliance but 
with vigorous police investigation and pursuit. 

As with all forms of terrorism, the bombing of 
oil and gas facilities is a public safety issue that 
must and should be taken very seriously, wherev¬ 
er and whenever it happens in Canada. 

And while the bombings have so far been 
focused in the Dawson Creek area, there is no 
reason to believe that the bomber or bombers 
won’t someday make similar attacks in West 
Central Alberta, where there are literally hun¬ 
dreds of pipelines, wells, compressor stations 
and plants. 

Hopefully the RCMP and their police partners 
will be able to bring the Dawson Creek bombers 
to justice before any other facilities are attacked 
and before more people’s lives are put at risk. 

Central Alberta residents can do their part by 
reporting any suspicious activities they see 
around oil field facilities in this region - helping 
the police stop oil field attacks before they stall 
remains the best way to protect workers and the 
public at large. 

At the same time, oil and gas companies, regu¬ 
lators, Ml^As and other stakeholders must contin¬ 
ue to do their part to ensure that legitimate envi¬ 
ronmental concerns vis-a-vis the oil industry are 
taken seriously and addressed in a timely fash¬ 
ion.

Unfortunately this is what I have encountered for 
most of the summer and it all takes place in and 
around the Youth 360 Centre, a facility that initially 
had my support.

Now that school has begun I find it especially 
tedious to have to listen to the loud music and the 
expletives that seem to flow forth from the mouths of 
these youth and it is not done just in regular conversa¬ 
tion.

My school age chil¬ 
dren are definitely adding to their vocabulary all while 
they should be getting a good night’s sleep. 

I do not know what the answer is but I do hope that 
by moving the centre to another location, some of 
these problems that my neighbourhood is facing will 
dissipate. I sincerely hope though, that other Didsbury 
residents do not have to suffer through our experience 
upon relocation of the Youth 360 Centre.

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Habitat project toughest yet

Raising roofs in Olds, Cremona and Sundre was 
child’s play compared to the proposed build in 
Didsbury, Habitat for Humanity says. 

Breaking ground in this community will be the 
“toughest project yet," said Chuck Brinton, chair of the 
non-profit group in Mountain View County. 

The Mountain View Chapter of Habitat for Humanity 
has been building affordable housing in the region 
since 2005 and this is the first time the organization 
has had trouble securing funds for construction. 

At this point the group is relying on funds from the 
provincial government and is unsure how many dollars 
it will get. 

The chapter put forth a joint proposal to Alberta with 
other Habitat for Humanity groups in the province, 
earlier this year, so it can’t apply for more funding. 

As it awaits news on the joint call for financial aid, 
the organization has asked town council to apply for 
other government grants on its behalf. It also asked 
the town to cut out any fees associated with develop¬ 


ment. 

Councillors decided to hold off on any official deci¬ 
sions until the next meeting on September 29, but 
Mayor Brian Wittal said administration has already 
started applying for grants. 

“As far as development costs and fees, 1 don’t believe 
from previous discussions with councillors, that it will 
be a problem," he said. 

“It’s very important as a community and town that 
we support this initiative as much as we can because 
there is definitely a need for this type of housing.” 

The town was also asked by Habitat for Humanity to 
donate land, but “unfortunately we don’t have a piece 
of property that would be...appropriate for them to 
build on," Wittal said. 

As a result, this will be the first time Habitat for 
Humanity will have to dig into its own pockets to pay 
for property. In the past, land has always been donated 
by a private organization, municipality or federal gov¬ 
ernment. 

The extra cost the organization is now responsible 
for, about $75,000, could drill into its savings. 

“We will be building for sure, but the time frame 


depends on funds,” Brinton said. 

The organization plans to be shovel-ready by spring 
2010. It has a property already earmarked for a single 
home bungalow, though it may lose that land if it does¬ 
n’t get funding before next spring. 

Habitat for Humanity will know by December how 
much money it will have for the project. The province 
will divvy $90 million for affordable housing initiatives 
in Alberta in December. 

Harold Johnsrude, a member of Habitat for 
Humanity, said this project is “very exciting" and he 
hopes it pulls through for 2010. 

There are people in the community who need the 
extra help, he said. 

“They can’t afford a down payment on a house and 
make too much to be considered for subsidized hous¬ 
ing. There are people here caught in the middle.” 

“We want to help them own a home," he said. 

Habitat for Humanity offers buildings to families at 
market value and arranges for an affordable, no-inter¬ 
est mortgage. 

This would be the first affordable housing project 
done in Didsbury by the non-profit.

Didsbury decides on vaccine

Shannon Flear can go to the front of the line (his fall 
when Canadians are offered the MINI influenza vaccine. 

If she decides she wants to. 

The local mom is 2(5 weeks pregnant and considered 
among the highest risk for developing serious illness, but 
deciding whether or not to take the shot isn’t easy. 

Flear doesn't want to lose her baby to the flu but neither 
is she keen on taking a newly developed vaccine. 

There is not enough knowledge about the long-term 
effects, she said. 

“This is scary. I don’t know what to do. I plan on talking 
to my doctor about the vaccine as soon as possible.” 

Her five-year-old daughter, Bria, is also on the priority 
list and if Hear decides to get it, so will she inoculate her 
child. 

“She is at school with TOO other kids and has an issue 
washing her hands, so it would be extra protection," she 
said. 

“None of us want to get sick because she picked up 
something at school.” 

l^ast week the nation’s top doctor announced pregnant 
women, children aged six months to five years, health¬ 
care workers and people with chronic health conditions, 
like diabetes, are on the federal priority list. 

That means these groups can go to the front of the line 
when the vaccine arrives in communities this November. 

“We want to target those who’ll benefit most from vac¬ 
cination and those most at risk,” said Dr. David Butler- 
Jones, Canada's chief medical officer. 


He said those who need it most will get the vaccine “as 
quickly as possible," but that doesn’t mean other 
Canadians will be rebuffed at flu clinics. 

“Everyone who wants to be immunized will be. No one 
will be left out." 

The Canadian government has ordered 60.4 million 
doses of MINI and 7 million people are estimated to be in 
the priority group. 

Butler-Jones said the first batch, about 10 million doses 
will be available in the third week of October and by 
November there should be enough vaccine to meet every¬ 
one’s needs. 

“We should have about 3.6 million doses every week 
(after the first batch); the whole population will be vacci¬ 
nated very quickly.” 

As well, he said people may not get the vaccine in the 
exact sequence suggested. Each province can use the 
guidelines as it sees fit, so some flu clinics could be asked 
to deliver immunizations to everyone who wants the shot, 
at the same time. 

In Alberta, it’s not clear how the priority list will roll out 
and Alberta Health and Wellness is not releasing any 
information about the vaccine until October. 

Howard May, spokesperson for Alberta Health and 
Wellness, said past experience shows people rush to local 
clinics if they know too much about the vaccine ahead of 
time. 

He did say, however, that Alberta Health and Wellness 
will use “the federal government’s (list) as a guideline.” 

The I11N1 vims, which has barrelled across the globe, 
infecting up to 30 per cent of the population and killing 76 
people in Canada, is expected to hit hard this fall. With a 


vaccine now on the verge of completion, people will need 
to decide who takes the needle. 

According to the* Public Health Agency of Canada, 40 to 
60 per cent of the population are gearing up to say no to 
the inoculation. 

The numbers concern medical professionals who say 
the best way to beat this flu is for everyone to get immu¬ 
nized. 

Dr. James Talbot, acting chief medical officer of health 
for Alberta, said the vaccine will go through rigorous test¬ 
ing by Health Canada and should be both safe and effec¬ 
tive by the time it reaches local health units. 

Nine thousand subjects worldwide have rolled up their 
sleeves to test the dnig and 2,000 people will be tested 
here in Canada. 

“It is fair to say this will have tin* most surveillance of 
any (vaccine)" Talbot said. 

Lynne Martens, public health nurse in Didsbury, isn’t 
sure what the uptake will be for the vaccine here since 
“people are hesitant and if anything, concerned about 
their safety," but she is getting the vaccine herself. 

“I am confident in the Canadian system for testing...I 
believe this is safe." 

When the question of taking the inoculation was put to 
four local parents, none of them knew much about the 
vaccine but all said it was something they planned to 
investigate before they went to the local clinic. 

“I really do not know much about it, but I am pro-vac¬ 
cines," said I .aura Bateman, parent. 

“Somet imes you have to take a leap of faith. I am just 
putting my trust in the doctors and nurses and 
researchers and hoping that this is the right thing to do.” 


Questions plenty about H1N1 preparedness

With the medical system already short-staffed 
and strapped for space, provincial officials are 
questioning whether we have the resources to 
cope with a pandemic flu outbreak. 

“We are busy now, let alone if a pandemic 
strikes," said Heather Smith, president of United 
Nurses of Alberta. 

“We don’t even want to think about what will 
happen in terms of a stretched work force.” 

Concern about Alberta's readiness for a sec¬ 
ond wave of H1N1 comes in the wake of acute 
bed cuts in urban centres and staff-shortages 
provincewide. 

Cases of H1N1 have been mild so far, with only 
a small proportion becoming seriously ill. 
Seventy-six people across Canada have died of 
the virus since it hit Canada last spring. 

What worries Smith is cuts are happening now 
with the province on the verge of a possible out¬ 
break and an unprecedented vaccine program. 

This is the first time every citizen in Alberta 
will be offered a free seasonal flu vaccine and 
H1N1 shot. The H1N1 vaccine should be ready in 
early November. 

The province hasn’t shared its pandemic plan 
with Smith yet but she said they’ve told her the 
burden on health-care workers will be mitigated 
by bringing on pharmacists and licensed practi¬ 
cal nurses to give the shots. The medical super¬ 


board is also willing to hire retired medical pro¬ 
fessionals if the flu hits with a vengeance this 
fall, Smith said. 

“We will find out real soon if we can carry this 
off," she said. 

Lynn Martens, public health nurse in Didsbury, 
isn’t sure yet how the local health unit will juggle 
the newly developed H1N1 vaccine with other 
shot programs. 

“It will definitely be a busy season, but we’ll be 
ready.” 

Local nurses roll up sleeves for Hepatitis B, 
Gardasil, seasonal flu and baby boosters every 
fall - and now the H1N1 shot. 

Though this new drug will Ik 1 their top con¬ 
cern. 

“We will be prioritizing the H1N1 pandemic- 
vaccination system and our workload will 
change in order for us to do what must be done, 
even if that means back burning some things 
until the crisis is over," Martens said. 

The Didsbury health unit is waiting on word 
from the province on how the vaccination pro¬ 
gram will work and what may have to be side¬ 
lined. 

Alberta’s Pandemic Plan, which will detail 
how hospitals will be staffed to handle an out¬ 
break and the vaccine distributed, is not yet fin¬ 
ished. 

Alberta Health and Wellness and Alberta 
Health Services say the strategy won’t be 
released until October. Until then the govern¬ 


ment won’t share any aspects of the strategy or 
comment on health-care delivery to anyone, 
including health-care professionals and col¬ 
leagues in the legislature. 

“We do have plans in place for the vaccine and 
appropriate staffing levels, but it will be revealed 
closer to the (vaccine) rollout,” said James 
Fins tad, spokesperson for AHS. 

“It is still in the works.” 

Howard May, spokesperson for Alberta Health 
and Wellness, the provincial body monitoring 
H1N1, said if the plain is released too early it 
“won’t reach people. It won’t have the same 
impact.” 

With the province slow to release a strategy, Dr. 
David Swann, liberal leader, said it’s no surprise 
people are concerned. 

“It is unclear how this new plan will roll out... 
it will be one thing to have a plan for H1N1 and 
another to have the resources to deal with it,” 
Swann said. 

“We’ve lost hospital beds. The emergency 
rooms are plugged. We have left ourselves with 
so little reserve in the hospital system that we 
will simply be up against a wall, if and when large 
numbers of sick people need emergency care." 

Swann and his party plan to ask tough ques¬ 
tions when the legislature reopens in mid- 
October. 

But as of the moment, are we prepared on an 
outbreak? 

“I don’t think so,” Swann said.

After spending the last four years in Didsbury due to 
a lack of space, the Carstairs Corsairs Fencing Club is 
back on home turf. 

“We’re called the Carstairs Corsairs, so it’s good to 
be back in Carstairs,” says Victoria Morgan, club secre¬ 
tary-treasurer. 

The club is now operating out of the Carstairs 
Memorial Arena after space became available in the 
rink’s upstairs multipurpose room. 

The club, which took root in Carstairs in 2004, was 
created to bring a local flavour to the sport instead of 
fencers having to commute to Red Deer and Calgary 
for a weekly session. The club originally operated out 
of the Church of God gymnasium, but after just one 
year the club was in need of a bigger space to accom¬ 
modate its growing membership. 

After discovering a lack of options in Carstairs, 


club may lose some members, but the notion was soon 
abandoned following the club’s registration on Sept. 9 
when more than 50 fencers showed up.

During the first week of October, local nursing moms 
will be showing the community it's OK to let babies latch 
on. 

As part of the Breastfeeding Challenge on Oct. 3, 
women will gather at the Didsbury Neighborhood Place 
and simultaneously put baby to breast at 11 a.m. 

The global event is meant to support nursing moms and 
encourage breastfeeding as the preferred method to feed 
and nurture infants and toddlers. 

Of course the affair also hits a competitive twist. 

The Quintessence Foundation, the chief co-ordinator of 
the event worldwide, will be judging each location to see 
which has the most babies tucking in at one spot. 
Montreal has taken first place in Canada for the hist two 
years. 

“This is a little quirky...but it’s fun and it gets the mes¬ 
sage out there about the benefit of breast milk," said 
Laura Wasko, lactation consultant and Didsbury public 
health nurse. 


Despite a trend towards breastfeeding, there is still a 
need for education, she said. 

What concerns her most is the message companies are 
sending out about packaged and canned formula being as 
effective as what babies can access naturally. It’s not true, 
she said.

“There are live cells in milk that formula cannot mimic 
and research shows those cells can reduce asthma, risk of 
obesity, diabetes and sudden infant death syndrome.” 

The challenge, which will begin at 10:30 a.m., is taking 


place at a public venue to help make the practice of 
breastfeeding more acceptable. 

There is nothing preventing women from breastfeeding 
in public, though many do it in the privacy of their own 
homes, Wasko said. 

“By breastfeeding in public among other women, we 
are showing peer support and encouraging other women 
to come out of the closet." 

Glenda Torchia, an organizer for the event, has breast¬ 
fed all four of her children and will participate in next 
mont h’s event for the second time. 

“This is fun. A lot of moms an* shy about breastfeeding 
and this is their chance to meet others who do it and...it 
just brings us all together," she said. 

“This is what your boobs are made for... I mean they 
look great in a shirt, but realistically...they provide food 
that has a lot of benefits for your baby." 

Torchia said there has been a healthy interest in the 
event so far, which has drawn an average of six moms 
annually since it was first held in 2005.
